CANTON (Ohto) 19.—The 
streets of the little city of Canton were 
filled this morning with waving plumes, 
prancing horses and densely-packed 
bodies of moving men assembled here 
for the procession which was to escort 
the remains of the late President from 
the church to Westlawn Cemetery 
this afternoon. Al! night and morning. 
civic and military, fraternal. social and 
commercial organizations from the four 
quarters of the compass had been 
pouring in. So fast the trains arrived 
that there appeared to be oge contin- 
uous string of cars. unloading their 
human freight through the station inte 


the congested streets beyond. Thirty 


epectal trains, in addition to the regu- 
lar trains, had arrived before» noon. 
The biggest crowd in the history of 
Canton, which was here during the 
campaign of 1896, estimated at over

The people overflowed the sidewalks 
and literally packed the streets from 
side to side. The greatest crush, of 
course, was in East Tuscarawas, the 
Principal thoroughfare. and North 
Market street. on which the McKinley 
cottage and the Harter residence. ut 
which President Roosevelt was staying, 
are located. The awe-stricken crowds, 
upon their arrival. all ved as if by

From the gates of the cemetery 
to the doors of the church there was 
on each side ef the street an almost 
wnbroken line of soldiers, and on all 
the intersecting streets detachments of 
the militia were posted about one 
hundréd feet from the thoroughfare on 
which the cortege was to go, and no- 
body was permitted to pass in either 
direction. 

There was not a window that com- 
manded a view of the line of march 
that was not filled with faces; the nu- 
merous stands were crowded to their 
utmost capacity, and on the roofs 
were hundreds of people. From 9% 
o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, by which time the 
last of the parade had passed the 
church on its way to the cemetery, 
this condition prevailed. 

All day long the streets were kept 
clear by the military, and not à ve- 
hicle of any description save those 
belonging to the funeral cortege were 
permitted to enter uon them.

TRIBUTES OF LOVE. 

No greater reverence has ever been 
shown to any man, ling or dead, 
than was exhibited toward the dead 
President today.

moon. The effect was exquisite. Pur- 
ple and green were the dominant notes 
~—orchids, violets, palms and ever- 
greens, against tue somber back- 
ground. Innere were many handsome 
pieces. Against the walls on either 
side were oral flags, and uon the 
pulpit rested an urn in white carna- 
tions, broken at the base to represent 
the water flowing from it. At either 
side of this urn were the cross of the 
Knights Templars and the crown of 
the Knights of Pythias, while to the 
east was the square and compass of 
Masonry. Almost directly above the 
support for the coffin a sunburst of 
lights glittered like stars in a black sky. 

The light from without came dimiy 
through the stained-glass windows. 
Under the folds of the starry banner, 
the fragrance of the flowers hovering 
all about and the strains of Beethoven's 
grand funeral march pulsing from the 
organ, the body-bearers gently lowered 
the flag-draped and flower-adorned cof- 
fin to its support. 

The members of the Loyal Legion, 
Gov. Nash, Gov. McMillan of Tennessee 
and Gov. Longino of Mississippi, each 
with his full uniformed staff, had en- 
tered the church from the west en- 
trance, and filled up the most westerly 
of the sections of pews. The members 
of the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives had ed the coffin 
through the door at the side of the 
chancel through which it entered. They 
were ushered in, as at all state cere- 
monies, by the sergeant-at-arms of 
each body. Senators Allison of Iowa 
and Bate of Tennessee, headed the 
Senatorial representatives, of whom 
there were about forty, and — 
Henderson and Representative izell 
the members of the House, of whom 
more than half must have been pres- 
ent. The Congressional party filled up 
the entire east section of pews and the 
rear half of the two central sections. 

The local clergymen occupied the 
seats below the organ usually occupled 
by the choir. All bad risen as the 
coffin was borne in. The generals and 
admirals of the army and navy, who 
comprised the guard of honor, — their 


resplendent uniforms, occupl the 
first pew on either side of the center 
le. President Roosevelt and the 
binet came slowly after. All were in 
black, and wore black gloves. The 
President alone wore an overcoat. He 
took hia place immeiately behind 
Lieut.-Gen. Miles, next ‘the center aisle 
from the second pew to the eastward. 
So close was he to the coffin that he 
could almost have leaned over end 
ouched it.

THE SERVICES. 

It was after 2 o'clock when the quar- 
tette arose and lifted up their voices 
with the touching words of “Beautiful 
Isle of Somewhere.” When the sou 
of the last line had died away Rev. 0. 
B. Milligan, pestor of the First Pres- 
pyterian Church, in which President 
and Mrs. McKinley were married thirty 
years ago, offered a fervent prayer. 
Every head within the church bent in 
solemn reverence as the invocation 
went up. His prayer was as follows: 

“QO God, our God, our nation’s God, 
thou God and Father of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, the Father of mercies and 
God of all comfort; we have entered 
the courts of thy house today, with 
bowed and burdened heart. in thy 
inscrutable providence thou hast per- 
mitted this great calamity to come 
upon us. Truly, ‘thy ways are in the 
deep, and thy paths in the mighty 
waters.’ 

“We bow in meekness before the ex- 
hibition of thy sovereignty, and own 
thy right to do as thou wilt in the 
armies of heaven and among the ains 
of men. But blessed be thy name, thy 
sovereignty over us is tre sovereicnty 
of love. Thou art our Father ad ‘like 
as a father pitieth his children, so the 
Lord pitieth them thgt fear him.’ 
Thou hast so revealed thyself to us in 
thy word, but especially in Jesus 
Christ, who was the brightest of thy 
Flory and the express image of thy 
person, therefore, our Lord, we can 
the more cheerfully submit to the do- 
ings of thy hand and heart. 

“We can say with him, whom we 
so deeply mourn: This is God's way.

REV. MANCHESTER'S ADDRESS. 


Rev. C. E. Manchester then deliv- 
ered an address, which lasted twenty- 
four minutes, on the life of the late 
President, and lessons taught by hi: 
noble character and death. He sid 

“Our President is dead. ‘Tre silver 
cord is loosed. The golden bow is 
broken. The pitcher is broken at the 
fountain. The whee! is broken at the 
cistern. The mourners go about the 
streets. One voice is heard—a wall of 
sorrow irom all the lands, for the 
beauty of Israel is slain upon the Rich 
places. How are the mighty fallen.’ 

I am distressed for thee. my 
brother. Very pleasant hast thou been 
unte me.“ 

“Our President is dead. We can 
hardly believe it. We had hoped and 
prayed, and it seemed that our hopes 
were to be realized and our prayers 
answered, when the emotion of joy 
was changed to one of grave apprehen- 
sion. Still we waited, for we said: ‘It 
may be that God wiil be gracious and 
merciful unto us.’ It seemed to us that 
it must be His will to spare tne life 
of one so well beloved and so much 
needed. Thus, alternating between hope 
and fear, the weary hours passed on. 
Then came the tidings of defeated gel 
ence, of the failure of love and prayer to 
hold its object to the earth. We seemed 
to hear the faintly-uttered words: 
Good-by all; gooi-by. It's God's way. 
His will be done.’ And then, ‘Nearer. 
My God, to Thee,’ So. nestli nearer 
to his God, he passed out ints uncon- 
sciousness, skirted the dark shores of 
the seas of the dead for a time, and 
then passed on to be at rest, His great 
heart has ceased to beat.

“Not only was our President brave.

lady love in the days when knightood 
was in flower. It is but a few weeks 
since the nation looked on with tear- 
dimmed eyes, as it saw with what ten- 
der cenjugal devotion he sat at the 
bedside of his beloved wife, when all 
feared that a fatal iliness was upon 
her. No public clamor that he m t 
shaw himself to the populace, no de- 
mand of a political faction, was gun 
cient to draw the lover from the bed- 
side of his wife. He watched and 
waited, while we’ all prayed—and she 
lived. This sweet and tender story all 
the world knows.

And now that the majesty of death has 
touched and calmed him, we find that 
in his supreme moment he was still a 
conqueror. 

ENORMITY OF THE CRIME. 

“My friends and countrymen, with 
what language thall I attempt to give 
expression to the deep horror of our 
souls, as I speak of the cause of his 
death? When we consider the magni- 
tude of the crime that has plunged the 
country and the world into unutterabie 
grief, we are not surprised that one 
nationality after another has hastened 
to repudiate the dreadful act. This 
gentie spirit, who hated no one, to 
whom every man was a brother, was 
suddenly smitten by the cruel hand of 
an assassin, and that, too, while in the 
very act of extending a kind and gen- 
erous greeting to one who approac 
—— under the sacred guise of friend- 
P. 

“Could the assailant have realised 
how awful was the act he was about to 

orm. how utterly heartless 
deed, methinks he would have stayed 
his hand at the very threshold of it. 
In all the coming years, men will seek 
2 vain to fathom the enormity of that 
crime. 

“Had this man who fell been a des- 
pot, @ tyrant, an oppressor, an insane 
frenzy to rid the world of him might 
have sought excure; but it was the 
people's friend who fell, when William 
McKinfey received the fatal wound. 
Himself a son of toil, his sympathies 
were with the toller. No one who has 
seen the matchless grace and perfect 
ease with which he greeted such, can 
ever doubt that his heart was in his 
open hand. Every throb was for 
his countrymen. That his life should 
be sacrificed at such time. just when 
there was abundant e, when all 
the Americas were rejoicing together 
is one of the inscrutable mysteries 
Providence. Like many others, it must 
— pate for future revelations to ex- 
plain. 

NATION GREATER THAN EVER. 

In the midst of our sorrow, we have 
much to console us. He lived to see 
his nation greater than ever before. 
All sectional lines are blotted. There 
is no South, no North, no East, no 
West. Washington saw the beginning 
of our national life. Lincoin 
through the night of our history and 
saw the dawn. McKinley beheld his 
country in the splendor of its noon. 
Truly, he died in the fullness of his

THE LESSONS. 

“Let us turn now to a brief conside- 
ration of some of the lessons that we 
are to learn from this sad event. The 
first one that ll occur to us all, is 
the old, old that ‘In the midst 
of life we are in death.’ ‘Man goeth 
forth to his work and to his labor 
until the evening.’ ‘He fleeth as it 
were a „ and never continueth 
in one stay.” Our President went 
forth in the fullness of his strength, 
in his manly beauty, and was suddenly 
emitten by the hand that brought 
death with it. None of us can tell 
what a day may bring forth. Let us 
therefore ber that ‘No man 
liveth to himself and none of us 
dieth to himself.’ May each day's 
close see a day's duty done. 

“Another great lesson that we should 
heed is the vanity of earthly great- 
ness. In the presence of the dread 
messenger, how small are all the trap- 
pings of wealth and distinctions of 
rank and power. I beseech you, seek 
Him who said: ‘I am the Resurrec- 
tion and the Life; he that believeth in 
me, though he were dead yet shall he 
have life, and whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me shall never die.’ There 
is but one Savior for the sin-sick and 
the weary. I entreat you to find Him 
as our brother found iim. 

“But our last words must be spoken. 
Little more than four years ago we 
bade him good-by as he went to as. 
sume the great responsibilities to 
which the nation had called him. His 
last words as he left us were: Noth- 
ing could give me greater 
than this farewell greeting —this evi- 
dence of your friendship and sym- 
pathy; your good will end. I am sure, 
the prayers of all the people with 
whom I have lived so long and whose 
confidence and esteem are dearer to 
me than any other earthly honors. 
To all of us the future is as a sealed 
book; but if I can, by officia} act, or 
administration, or utterance, in any 

add to the prosperity and unity 
of our beloved country, and the ad- 
vancement and  well-bei of our 
splendid citizenship, I will devote the 
best and most unselfish efforts of my 
life to that end. With this thought 
uppermost in my mind, I reluctantly 
take leave of my friends and neigh- 
bors, cherishing in my heart the 
sweetest memories and thoughts of my 
old home—my home now—and, I trust, 


my home hereafter, so long as I live.” 


“We hoped. with himathet when hi« 
work was done, freed from the burdens 
of his great office. crowned with the af- 
fections of a happy people, he might 
be permitted to close his earthly life in 
the home he had loved. He has, in- 
deed, returned to us, but how? Borne 
to the strains of ‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’ and placed where he first began 
life’s struggle, that the people might 
look and weep over so sad a home- 
coming. 

A TRIUMPHAL MARCH. 

“But it wasa triumphal march. How 
vast the procession! The nation rose 
and stood with uncovered head. The 
people of the land are chief mourners. 
The nations of the earth weep with 
them. But, oh, what a victory! I do 
not ask you in the heat of public ad- 
dress, but in the calm moments of ma- 
ture refiection, what other man ever 
had such high honors bestowed n 
him, and by so many people? ‘hat 
pageant has equaled this that we look 
upon.
